in American 


politics. At tho cloao of tho war, when tho 
South Hurrondored it« 
pretensions, ns n 


flopiirato confederacy, and formally onino 
buck into the Union there was reason to 
believe that tho country could bo again 
united in Lho strong bonds of national 
brotherhood. Tho North hold out u welcome 
hand to tho no who had borne arms agaiunt 
tho flag, and frooly forgave tho men who 
had brought so nuiah distress mid woo upon 
the land. Not a mnglo traitor w«s (iiibjoolod 
to pimiflhment for bin arimcfl, nor evon dlii- 
frntiahiHod whenever ho ahonld nonnnnt to 
tnko tho oath to support tho ootiFttltutfon 
and tho lawn, President IlayoH wont oven 
farther and nailed Into bin cabinet an ofll- 
oor from tho robol army, find nought In 
ovary wny ponniblo to donailifilo tho.io who 
woro fimtirtlng under Ibo infliinnoofl of do- 


feat, in thoir nltouipts to overthrow tho 
Union. It would have beonexpootoii that uu- 
dor such oircumatauoos, roconciliittion could 
have heon easily oll'eoted. 
But untorlunnto- 


ly, there woro men at work wlioao i)plili- 
uiil aspirationa could boat bo 
i nerved 
by 


arrnylug one Hootloii of tho country iigainst 
tho other. These men ridiculed find reject- 
ed the overtures of tho President and or- 
ganized tho South into a solid phalanx for 
tho support of tho principles for which tho 
war hud been fought.

Wiien 


therefore tho Houth as a pectiou comliincd

heresy, 
so 
fatal 


to republican institutions, it became nec- 
essary for tho North to resist through tho 
ballot box, ns earnestly as it had by tho 
sword. Tho issue in tho two coses was pre- 
cisely tho saQio. 
It is raised by the snino 


men and tho parties array themselves for 
and against it as before. 
Tho war was 


sectional as between tho North and the 
South. The nltilmie of the South is now 
such that unless the North ignominious'y 
surrenders, party politics must bo sectional. 
There is no help for it. Tho solid South on 
the old issue will aud must create a solid 
North, or at least as solid a North as there 
was'during tho rebellion. 
Nothing could bo 


more unfortunate for all parties and for all 
parts of the country. 
Buch a sectional con- 


troversy must work only evil, Thero is no 
good in it whatever. But as tho North, 
through President Hayes, has extended the 
olive branch, has begged aud implored in 
vain for a reconciliation between tho hith- 
erto hostile sections, tho 
responsibility 


must rest upon those who keep the South 
"solid" in its opposition to the principles 
established beyond revocation by the war. 
The men who wish tho North to surrender 
to those who wore defeated in battle, may 
raise the cry of "bloody shirt," ns though 
tho fact that Union soldiers wore bloody 
garments was no fault of theirs ; but it will 
not answer the purpose. It is a pity these 
old issues could not be dropped, but it can- 
not and will not be done by the surrender 
of the majority to tho minority of states. 
As loiig as sectional demands are made and 
sectional unity preserved iu any portion of 
the country we must have sectional politics, 
such as now clnim public attention. 


THE KANRAS-MISSOUKT CYCLONE. 


In liarnard county tho cyclone raised in 


tho Roulhwest and moved iu n direct Hue 
toward tho northwest. 
It first struck tho 


building of Tom Smith. 
The house was de- 


molished. It then mowed a swath over n 
field nud limber lot an eighth of a mile, to 


ifi-cm house 
occupied by u 
Guriuiiii 


named Schmidt, which was torn to shreds 
nud scattered broadcast. 
It then destroyed 


fur iu property for a distance of one aud ono- 
tjiiKi'tcr miles, nud a large building formerly 
used us 
11 hotel, aud wiped it from the 


earth. It then wont one and one-half miles 
to Quruer'a, a new house. 
Not ft stick 


stands. It was lifted up nud carried oue- 
sixtii of a mile, dashod to tho ground and 
destroyed. 
Two hundred yards distant it 


readied the house and barn of Henry Har- 
mon. It was as weak and impotent in Iho 
grasp of the cyclone, ns one nifulo of paper. 
Neither housa nor barn remain. 


About n mile north of Barnard it paid its 


respects to the property of widow Sarah 
Goforth,carrying nwny one oud of the barn, 
taking off her stable, twisting away her 
orchard, and missing tho dwelling by n fow 
feet—in fact, throwing a 'loop completely 
nround it, destroyed property on all sidoa of 
it, but without hurting a shingle on its 
roof. 


It then crossed a higli ridge and struck 


the dwellings of Frank Oonlin, two in num- 
ber. One was comnlotoly demolished, and 
tho other curried about fifty yards from ils 
foundation and dashed, n broken mass, tn 
tho earth. One milo further on stood tho 
1} story house of Lorn. Robinson, 
ft stood 


in n four-acre lot, but not a plank remains 
inside tho fence. It crossed the country 
three and ft half miles to the Pintle river, 
most of tho way through tho 
timber, 


where 
it 
appears 
to 
have 
raised 


aud disappeared. 
Nothing is known of 


it 
to 
the 
northeast 
of 
that point, 


although 
when last 
afion it was mov- 


ing in a direct lino for Conception, in Nod- 
way county, ft Catholic colony, whoro tliero 
is n largo cathedral. 


Dead horses, cattle and hogs are to bo 


found all along tho lino. 
HIIRO trees, two 


or three foot in diameter are twisted away, 
and in one instance it swept along tho bed 
of a ravine and lifted out of its narrow walls 
every stick of timber and carried them 
away. Tho bod of that ravine looks an if 
it bad boon swept by liro. 
Wagons and ag- 


ricultural implements havobcen carried for 
miles, and every article that contains iron 
is broken and twisted ou of all shape. 
The 


effect of this cyclone strengthens tho opin- 
ion that cyclones aro electric forces and not 
wind. At daylight, Mr. Snoddurly, of liar- 
nard, noticed tho heat drawing the water up 
In tho air iu miniature water spouts, where 
they disappeared. 
Ho also says ft number 


of flsh camo to tho mirfaco anil stuck their 
noses out of tho water as if Buffering for 
air. 


Scientists aro Roroly puzzled to account 


for tho phenomena. 
All tho bodies are cov- 


ered with a thick, bluish, sulphurous mud. 
Thoir clothing is stripped off or torn to 
shreds : shoos wo.ro torn off tho feet and tho 
bodies burned and 
blackened 
fearfully. 


Horses, cattlo and hogs wero caught up on 
Harris's place and carried long distances 
and dropped, crushed out of all shape. 


A dispatch 
from Irving, Kn., reports 


thirty deaths certain and fUty-throo people 
badly injured. Tho people want money to 
got the necossnrioH which aro at hand. 
Ton 


woro buried today. From fifty to sixly 
families at Frankfort, Ks., are homeless and 
destitute of clothing,provisions and farming 
implements. Tbo citizens of that placo Imvo 
given $700. Moro aid is nooilctl. A dis- 
patch from Sabothn, says seventy-five to 
one hundred persons nro destitute of every- 
thing. 
In tho vicinity of lloatlio, bedding 


and clothing aro in groat demand. 


Tho destruction of property will foot up 


very largo, but no reliable estimates oan yot 
bo formed of tho amount, 
Hundrmls of 


houses havo boon destroyed, and crops In 
tho path of Iho oyclono are utterly 
de- 


stroyed. Tho track of tho oyclono varies 
from throe-fourths to ono milo in width at 
intervals, an it occasionally loft the ground 
for n short distance and agnin descended. 
Whnrnvor it touched tho ground it swept 
ovorything clean of IIOUROO, trnofi nud crops. 
Whoro it crossed Itlno river it lifted ovory 
drop of water In Un course, and passi 
ovor a well lu Irving, It nooopod it dry.

tho tomato plants aro to ho sot (tho surface 
of theso prepared spots being about two and 
and a half feet in diameter) will inauro jnat 
that healthy growth which a cultivator is 
always glad to see. 


WEEDS.—No farmer oau afford to grow 


weeds. If, therefore, yon havo a pioco that 
got tho bettor of you last yoar, and ripened 
a orop of weed seod, BOW it with oats or 
wheat or millet this spring, plough it up 
again ns soon as tho crop cornea off, and lay 
it down as soon as yon can get it clean from 
weedy. It will cost too much to keep it un- 
der tho hoe, and run tho risk of another 
crop of weeds thia yoar.
